News Reaches Louisville.

With him 
were 4600 men, of whom he sent for- 
ward 600 to occupy Mundfordville,

Later in the day the word of 
his movements reached Laoulgville, 
brought in by trainmen, From Bowling 
Green and Munfordville, the report 
eaid, the Confederates had advanced 
te Elisabethtown to gather up the 
rolling stock of the raliroad. and the 
railroad bridge over the Rolling Fork 
of Sait River, within thirty miles of 
the city, had been burned. The news 
spread about that Buekner was going 
to take Loulsville and that nothing 
could save the city, 

Gen. William T. Sherman, ‘recent! 
summoned from &t. Louls te Louls- 
ville by Gen. Anderson, was hastily 
called that evening to @ conference 
with his superior, whom he found 
closeted with President Guthrie. 

“Mr. Guthrie,” he says in his¢me- 
moirs “explained that in the ravine 
just beyond Salt Creek were several 
high and important trestles, which, if 
destroyed, would take months to re- 
Place, and Gen. Anderson thought it 
well worth the effort to save them. 

“Also on Muldraugh's hill Deyond 
was a strong position which in 
former years been used as the site for 
the State Camp of Instruction, and 
we all supposed that Gen. Buckner, 
who was familiar with the ground, 
was aiming for a position there, from. 
which te operate on Louleville.” 

Yet to oppore Buckner—and rumor 
had magnified his forces—troeps were 
few.
